one day. These three celebrated liter, 
ary shrines, which no right-minded vis- 
itor from the United States misses see- 
ing, are, of course, In picturesque Buck- 
inghamshire, nnd quite near at hand, 
too, are the "Burnham Beeches," the 
quaint remains of the ancient forest 
which once covered this part of Eng- 
land, and which are Included In the 
newly arranged day trip. 


First, Americans who take it will be 


carried, as have so many thousands of 
tlieir countrymen before them, to Stoke 
Poses, the quiet village near Windsor, 
In whose church yard Grny wrote his 
"Elegy," and in whose place of wor- 
ship he lies buried and has his memo- 
rial. Milton's cottage, at Chalfont St. 
Giles, is that which 
the 
author of 


"Paradise 
Lost" 
got 
his 
Quaker 


friend, Ellwood, who lived near by to 
rent for him so that he might be able 
to leave London, where the great 
plague was raging Just then. 
When, 


the poet came to St. Gllca he brought 
with him the manuscript of his fa- 
mous epic, which he asked Ellwood to 
take home, read nnd pass judgment 
upon. Of course the Quaker went Into 
ecstasies over the work, but ho re- 
marked: 
"Thou has said much hero 


of 'Paradise Lost,' but what hast thou 
to say of paradise found?" 
That lit- 


tle observation led to the composition 
of Milton's greatest work but one, for 
right there In the rustic cottage the 
poet sat him down and began work, 
on "Paradise Regained," which he fin- 
ished about a year afterward, though 
not at St. Giles. 


The grave of William Penn, founder 


of State of Pennsylvania, la In the 
town of Jordans, In whose quiet cem- 
etery the great Quaker lies, with his 
family about him, only a little way 
from where Ellwood, Mllton'a old com- 
rade, la buried. This spot, in particu- 
lar, attracts literally thousands of 
American toOrists every year.

definite policies for future work along 
similar lines. 


Typographic

branches of the survey have together 
undertaken the mapping of the irri 
gable lands of the Sacramento valley 
and are prosecuting the work vigor 
otisly. During the coming winter there 
will be surveyed at least four fifteen 
minute quadrangles on a scale of one 
mile to the Inch, with contour intervals 
of five feet. 
It Is the Intention, if 


feasible, to comple e the survey of the 
Sacramento valley on this scale from 
this appropriation.

NEW INDUSTRY 


Tules Will Be Used in the Manufac- 


ture of Matting 


Prof. E. W. Hllgard, head of the 


agricultural college at the University 
of, California, has opened the way for 
a new an,d profitable Industry for Cal- 
ifornia. It is the fanning of the tules 
or native rushes of the State, which 
have been found to make aa good mata 
as those that have been imported from 
Japan or China. 
Not only may the 


rushes be farmed, but capital may 
build factories in California to man- 
facturo mattirg. 


Experiments with the rushes have 


been made at Eastern factories and a 
practical trial shows that they are 
superior in many respects to the im- 
ported article. Several hundred roots 
of the small native rush from which 
tho matting was made recently were 
pent to Washington by the university, 
They will be used for experimental 
culture in various parts of the United 
States.

Be- 
cause of these denudations the bureau 
of forestry of the department of agri- 
culture is making a careful study of 
these timbered areas. It is expected 
that forest reservations which have 
been tentatively withdrawn >will be 
thoroughly investigated because of 
this co-operation, and that recom- 
mendations will be made not only for 
a proper rational forestry policy, but 
also for a proper code of State forestry 
laws. 


In all of those lines of investigation 


the personnel of the field parties is 
selected by the proper authorities in 
Washington, and the field expenses are 
in greater part being paid by the 
State, the result being that the State 
furthers to its own great advantages 
the work of the experienced corps of 
trained men from the scientific bu- 
reaus of the government, with which 
California is co-operating.

groom of the chamber, "pour etre 
Inoullle dans la mer," and Mme. de 
levlgne relates that some ladles of the 
court who had been bitten by a mad 
log went there In 1071. 


It was, however, the Duchesse de 


Berry who popularised Dieppe. 
She 


went there regularly from 1824 to 1830 
and once took part In a really remark- 
able ceremony of Inauguration on the 
beach. 
While cannon thundered and 


bells pealed and bands played she pub- 
licly entered the water, led by the 
hand by the "royal medical Inspector 
of the baths," who was attired In even- 
Ing dress with kid gloves. One would 
give a great deal for a snap shot of 
that performance.—Pall Mall Gazette. 


The Flrat American Bible. 


In 1003 the first Bible ''printed In 


America was published *.n Cambridge. 
It was unlawful to print an English 
version of the Scriptures, that right be- 
ing a monopoly enjoyed by privilege 
and patent in England. The one print- 
ed in Massachusetts was Eliot's fa- 
mous "Indian Bible," and, although 
1,500 copies were struck off, they are 
quite rare and "scaled books," ns the 
tongue in which they are written Is lit- 
erally a "dend language," the tribe and 
all who had a knowledge of the dia- 
lect being long extinct. 


Eliot's work Is unique, being at once 


a monument to his piety, perseverance 
and learning. 
Its literary successor 


was Newman's "Concordance of the 
Scriptures." This was compiled by the 
light of pine knots In a log cabin In 
one of the frontier settlements of Mas- 
sachusetts. It was Uie first of its kind 
and for more than a century was ad- 
mitted to be the most perfect, holding 
Its place in public esteem until super- 
seded by Cruden's, which It suggested.
